Hale, 
Ooefrell, Evarta, m»'and other or- 
ators were f nllv eqnal to the occasion. 

Thegnest of the evening, il^vioe 
president, responded aa followa: 

•There are events in the life of every 
man that stand ont with acme promi- 
nence, and make soina imprint upon 
bim, that an indelible impraasion re- 
mains while memory holds its seal. 

"This occasion, so flattering tome, 
the speeches so complimentary, yonr 
cordial greeting and the hearty good 
> will expressed In such pleastaig form 
■hall 'ever live within the book and vol- 
ome of my brain, nnihiaed wit& baser 
matter.' 

"Fonr years ago I oaa», tturonghthe 
tnflFrages of the citizens of this great 
republic, to the high place, tiie main 
duty of which is to preside over the de- 
liberative body, recognized aa the high- 
est in the world, of which yon, the rep- 
resentativea of 44 sovereign states 
forming one powerful nation, are inem- 
bers.

I feel the fnll force 
of my shortcomings, bat relied with 
trusting confidence upon that gentte 
forbearance that has everoharaoteriaed 
the senate of the United States. 

"Experience has shown thal^my 
trust bad abundant foundation. That 
here and elsewhere) has been because of 
the generoua and unselfish support re- 
ceived bv me from all members of the 
body without distinction of partar and 
witnqfit bias from political afSliaflaas. 

"I would be lacking in the common 
sense of abilities did I not feel over- 
whelmed with {gratitude and express in 
the strongest words that my tongue 
(too feeble to express the full emotions 
of mv heart) is capable of forming, the 
thanks, the sincere and hearty thanks, 
with which I acknowledge the compli- 
ment so generously paid me. 

*'I am greatly beholden also to the 
efficient omcers and employes of the 
senate who, smoothing my way, have 
been the guides along a parliamentary 
patl; by me unexplored and over many 
a rnarged road to me unknown. 

'•'Sfhe distinguished gentleman who 
will in a very few days, succeed me has 
cause for congratulation, and at the end 
d! hia serviod will have like occasion for 
■atisfaotloD that the support and 
aonntenance ever acootded to its pre- 
lUing officer by the senate will be nis, 
rendering the performance of a grave 
' and important duty a 'pleasant and at- 
tractive function." *' 

llr. Morton closed by a graceful alln- 

eon to the retiring president, of whom 
I said: 

"In a few days there will pass to 

Erivate life the man who won uistiuc- 
on as a soldier in the period of war, 
and laating renown aa a civilian in 
time of peace. A Mtriotic citizen, a 
safe connaelor, a tuoroagh statesman, 
a Wiae ruler, the name of Benjamin 
Harrison wUi shine brighter with the 
light tiliat comes with every passing 
jhx." 

His remarks w^e deceived by demon- 
tlons of approval. 

Ez-Senator Evarts touchingly re- 
ferred to President Harrison's domestic 
afflictions and then proposed his health. 
He followed the toast with a speech, 
which was well received. 

8«nator Hale followed with the most 
bnmoroos speech of the evening and 
3ilr. Cookrell of Missouri made a his- 
torical reference to the 23 vice presi- 
dents who have heretofore filled the 
chair, of whom Mr. Morton is the sole 
snrvivcr.

There were no huge growths, such as 
is sonettmes the case with ships which 
have ssen long service in 'the Pacific, 
but the bottoms of th^ vessels were 
covered with minute barnacles which 
gave the hulls tU« ttpucaiaiice of im- 
l^ense sheets of sandpaper. , 

This microscopic roughness wan Rufli- 
cient to intermpt the speeil n.H the 
journey continued, and during the laut 
weeks of the cruise the speed decreased 
two knots per hour from the speed of 
starting.

In connection 
with this the navy department has re- 
ceived information through its agents 
abroad of the detiils of tne new war- 
ship to be laid down at the Chatham 
dockyaid for the British navy. 

The ship virillbe^ within the limits of 
tile royal sovereign class, irith a speed 
of 18 knots, whicn may be anatalned by 
the sheathing of the hull. For the 
latter, three sfid a half inch teak wllUbe 
used covered with copper, wlKksh will 
enable the ship to keep the sea for 
lengthened periods without doddng.

A GOOD DAY'S WCRK DONE. 



Several AppidpriHllon IUIIm Pnimrd niul 
a Long Strp Taken In the J)lreotlon of 
'XTMUtg Vp ta* BailaaiM, aad the 
Dangers of au Extra SmiiIm ^ave 
Itnen Greatly T-eiwened. ^ 
W,\.SlllN<fT()N. Fob. 28.— Both houses 
did a good day's work and took a lon^ 
step in the direction of vdnding up t he 
budness, so as to lessen the dfmger of 
an extra seesidB. The greatest interest 
was centered in the house. Many im- 
portant measures were awaiting action, 
Mr. Peel of Arkansas wtm the first gen- 
tleman to watch the spcaker's^eye and 
he moved the passage of the Indian ap* 
prophation bill under suspension of the 
ruMS. There waa no objection .to the 
measure, but it waa inada a jrivot, 
around which circled a MDoral msona- 
sion of the anti-option biU. 

Mr. Peel's motion having been agreed 
to, a discussion of the Sherman Dond 
amendment to the sundry civil aniro- 
priation biU fdlowed with some 
warmth, ttaH finally all . the senate 
amendments to the measure were non- 
concurred in and the bill was sent to 
conference. Few members of the house 
anticipated the smooth saiUng that this 
bill met with and when It was sent to 
conference there was a sigh of relief all 
over the house. It was anticipated that 
there would be a stubborn' Ight on the 
Sherman bond amendment, and the fact 
that it waa disposed of so expeditiously 
waa a matter for general congratula- 
tion. 

One of the snrpriiMS of the day was 
the abilitv of the friends of fhe car- 
coupler bill to secure, under a suspen- 
sion of the rules, an agreement to the 
senate amendments, and as soon aa the 
bill signed by the. president it will 
be a law. 

The conference report on the military 
academy bilTwas also agreed to, and in- 
asmuch aa the report was also agreed 
to m the senate that meaanre is out of 

the way. 

In the senate equally as expeditious 
work was accomplished. The pension 
bill, in vol ving*an expenditure of about 
$167,000,000 was passed vHthont any de- 
bate of consequence. 'It appropriates 
for army and navy pensions (including 
widows and minor children) $166,0i)(i.- 
oou, and about $1.500,000ein addition 
for fees of examining sargaooa, derk 
hire at pension agenA(fe ana some small 
items. 

Mr. Gkirman (Dom., Md.) commented 
upon the magnitude of pension appro- 
priations and gave it as his opinion that ■ 
it would be necesnary to appropriate 
$200,000,000 for pensions next session. 
There was a general exnresaion of opin- 
ion in the discussion wnich took place 
that no material reduction could be 
effected except through a repeal or 
modification of some -of the lawB on 
this subject and that there were no 
probabilities of such a thing. 
. Senator Colqnit of Georgia made Ui 
appearance in the senate chamber yes- 
tenlay for the first time this session, and 
he was the object of sympathetic atten- 
tion on the part of his felloyr senators.

la a report to tlie Legislature on Feb- 
ruary 10 Qovemor Brown and Secretary 

of State Hcadley ehargcd that thV Mason 
«& Foard Company, leHwecs of tlie State's 
convict lat)or, owed tlie Stat« $94,000 and 
in referring to the huilding of the branch 
penitentiary -at Eddyville the Governor 
(and his Secretary made Nome HtatcmentH 
that placed £z-Qovernor Buickner and 
the other memben of the 6M Sinking 
Fund Ci)iiiiuisHliin in a very bail light. 

Ex-Governor Buckner has published 
an open letter in reply thereto. After 

•Xplaining his connection with the build- 
ing of tlie Eddyville penitentiary and 
showing that he had simply discharged 
his official <hity in what he did, he cluses 
witii a Hcorching criticiam of Governor 
Brown. He says: 

"I think you are in error when you 
charge 'continuous delinquency' on the 
part of the lessees. In lar^'c and compli- 
cated transactions, such as theirs with 
the State, there are necessarily occasional 
unadjusted balani't'H, arising from clainis 
and counter-claims. From time to time 
these may be arranged, when 6ther shn^ 
ilar diil^ooes may arise from like caus- 
es. Unfortunately you have a way of 
talking very inaocnrately, and may call 
that a delinguency which, in fact, may 
only be a balance entirely capable of a(l- 
Justment. There were such balances pend- 
ing before the board of which I was a 
member when their terms of office cx- 
jtiicd. Our kii'i\sli'.l;;e of the fairness 
and integrity of the gentlemen who were 
the lessees satisfied us that these claims, 
which wen- tlicn in process of adjust- 
ment, could be satisfactorily and etiuit- 
ably arrange^. If we had thought other* 
wise, and had rctrarded the lessees as 
delinquent, we would quietly have dis- 
charged our duty, under the jaw, and en- 
deavored to enforce the penalty of the 
boml to the Slate. 

"If a deficiency exists, it haw become 
such during your administration. With 
its settlement your predecessors have 
nothing to do. You well know that tin y 
are powerless to intervene, and that the 
duty of enforcing a settlement devolves 
especially upon yourself. Tliey have left 
in your hands, in the bond they took 
from the leasees, the meai&s of enabling 
you to enforce a just settlement, if neces- 
■ary. But, instead of executing the plain 
dn^ea devolved upon you by the laws, 
yoB torn aside from their performance 
■and snap and snarl and whine like 'a 
atraoger cur' at the manner in which 
your two immediate predecessors per- 
forme<l their duty, and howl hyena-like 
over the grave <if the lamented Black- 
bum, as if to drag his honored Ixines in 
the arena iii extenuation of your own 
delinqency. 

"Stuune on such petty exhibitions of 
malevolent spite! Unleas diacontinned 
you may yet enforce upon some grand 
jury the unpleasant duty of presenting 
yon as a common scold. 

"Assume a virtue, if yon have it not." 

" Put on, if yom can, at least the sem- 
blaaoe of true manhood, and, though 
there may lie within thajume petty pas- 
sions which now disfiguilytta, put on ' a 
vwaahing and a manly outride,' that the 
people may fondly d^^deYt^emii^lves 
with the hope that |FoaiMfioi ^together 
unworthy of the oM9ide|ic^ they 4aee 
MpoiiediAyQa* 

' <* While the manner anrittiie language 

in which I have replied to yaur com- 
munication are entirely my own, it is my 
privilege to say that ell the gentlemen 
with whom I was officially associated in 
the matters unde^ discussion authorise 
me to state, each for himaelfaa far ak he 
was concerned in the transactions, that 
my presentation of the facts meets with 
their full concurrence. 

" It has not been to me a source of any 
pleasure to reply to the wanton and un- 
provoked assault you have chosen to 
make on me and my official aaaociatea. 
When you entered on the duties of yoor 
office I earnestly desired the success of 
your administration in the interests of 
the people of the Commonwealth ; and, 
on taking my leave of you, frankly and 
aineerlBly tender to you my humble aer- 
vioea to aid yoa ill •splaining fully any 
matters connected with the late adminis- 
tration which might not be clear to your 
mind. It is due to you to say that you 
expressed, at that time, your apprecia- 
tion of this friendly proH'er, and intimated 
yoor parpose to avail yourself of it. But 
from that day to this you have never in» 
vited information either from me or from 
any of the gentlemen associated with me 
on the subject matter of your communi- 
cation. But, indeed, you began soon to 
give out intimation of your purpose to 
make ^^^orrible reyelations, inten- 
tiona ^Mwtred so load and thundered 



in the index,' that they seemed designeci 
' to fright the State from its propriety.' 

4Aereighteen months of painful jiesta- 
tiob, i4ld throes and agonies to which 
the oonvnlaions of the mountain that 
brought forth a mouse were as nothing, 
you were delivered of the still-born mon 
strosity whose disaection you have made 
it my pamful duty to perform. 

" It was the renuirk of one of onr dis- 
tingnished orators that there were some 
people of such contr*cled views they 
could not see that they had made a dol- 
lar onleaa they discovered that aomeone 
else had lost it ; and it is an idea prevail- 
ing among some savages that thoy inherit 
the deeds and virtues of the warrfon they 
slay. Some notion of this sort seems to 
have ent«red your mind an<l impressed 
you with the belief that if you could possi- 
bly socoeed in inflicting the slightest 
taint on the reputation of another, it 
would be the means of removing a cor- 
responding blot from your own esontch- 
eon. Aa nothing had occnrred to illns- 
trate ^our administration, or place it 
above the lowest mediocrity, you evi- 
dently thought that the road to glori- 
ous achievement led through the dark 
labyrinths of defamation. As success in 
this line oonld not be attained by fair 
moans, you seem not to have hesitated to 
resort to questionable methods. Though 
this mode of procedure in your past life 
has cansed your name to be inscribed in 
dishonor on the archives of the govern- 
ment, you failed to profit by a lesson 
which must luve proved so humiliating. 

"Tht sime methods have adhered to- 
you. I have shown will rein yonkavecon- 
cealed circumstances in order to deceive, 
have inppreaaed facta that disproved 
your assertions and have not hesitated 
even to invent calumny when thought 
neoeaaary to your ends. You seem to 
have found in such methods something 
grateful and congenial to your nature, and 
habitually to have descended to a line of 
action the very suggestion of which would 
have been indignantly spurned bytheCrit- 
tenden", the Dixons, the Hreathitts, the 
Shelbys and the other great names, our 
predecessora in the office to which you 

have been called. The contrast is SO 
painful that I can not entertain for you 
any haraher feeling than one of profound 

com])assion and. therefore, dismiss yon 

to the contemplation of your own dark 

thonghta and to the repair of your torn, 

tattered and tarnished reputation."

A very im^MMtant ruling waa made by 

.Fudge Harbeson n few days since in the 
case of C'ombois against the M. and B. .""i. 
and the ('. and (). railroad companies, 
j)eiidintf in tiie Circuit Court. 

The plaintiff owns property on the 
south side of Third stTOet, Filth ward, 

and is one of the many eitiMue .w)io have 
sued the rMlroad companies for damagea 

resultin;,' from the enttinj^' down of said 
street and the running of trains thereon. 
Mr. Combois sued for fl,600 damagesr 
and tlie jury awar.led him Tlie 
ruling referred to is embraj;ed in un in- 
struction given by Judge Harbeson to the 
jury. Many of the suits have been tried 
but this was the first time such an in- 
struction was jriven. It is as follows : 

The court iiiHtnicts the Jury tiiat tt^ city of 
MitysvlUe hsH a right to fls th* gnde of any of 
its strffts, and to ihariKC iinme aa may appear to 
It to be iiecL'isary or projior to render tbem suita- 
ble for travel over tbem In all fhe tuual and com- 
mon ttiodea, includlna travel ou them by rail, 
l<iit it haa no rlgb| to cut aatreet down or author- 
ize it to beent down for the ezcliuive use aud 
benefltot anjone mode of travel and thereby 
render it noUt lor use by other arades ol travel 
for which public atroeta are ordinarily tued, and 
Id aiwh a maaner as to deprive abnttlnc l«t 
o«nMn«f tkalr meana of aooets tn their property 
by way of said atreet by the ainal and common 
aodaa ol travel ; and II the Jury bellere from all 
the evldeoee tiwt the ent on Third itieetla Iron t 
ol platatUTi property wai made lor the exolnalve 
pnrpoees ol the railroad and that Mid out and 
tha laying ol the ^aeka therein aud the mmluK 
ol trains thereon renden aald street nnflt for use 
aa a public atreet by the common modea of travel 
and cuta off or unreaaonably luterfer«8 with 
plaintiff's access to bis property by way uf said 
street, then plain lllf Is entitled to recover for 
siicli interfercuce with lu-cess raused by tlie malt- 
lug of said cut and the bulldlugof the troclu aud 
tht mnnlof of tialna therooo. * * * *
